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How to Grow Delphinium 


As we do not sell seed and as this part of the Delphinium culture seems to de 
the most treacherous, we will take the culture of transplanting the plant as it will 
come to you. If you have a problem of germination of seed or some other phase 
of Delphinium culture, please feel free to write and we will gladly do our best to 
help you. 


As your plants arrive, unpack and remove the paper that is around them. if 
dry, wet well and set in airy place until ready to plant. They should be planted 
as soon as they arrive but if due to weather conditions or for any other reason it 
is impossible, they should keep quite well for a week or two. 


Where you plant them is not too important but sunshine is important to any 
blooming plant. If I had my choice, full morning sun and partial shade in the 
afternoon would be ideal, but such places are seldom available and people raise 
fine Delphinium anyway, so it may just be my idea. 


Soil should be well prepared by digging in liberal applications of well rotted 
manure. A sprinkling of Bone Meal worked into the ground, good drainage and 
uniform supply of moisture during the growing season are essential. 


Length of life of Delphinium plants is governed by several factors. In cli- 
mates with a long resting period in winter, the plants will usually live much longer 
than in districts where this period is confined to but one month of the year. Some 
may die after the first flowering, while others live for years.
